A 
large amount of work is necessitated 
by the administration of.the Insect 
and Pests Regulations of the Destruc- 
tive Insect and Pest Act, involving 
the inspection and fumigation of trees 
and plants entering Canada. Perhaps 
one of the, most interesting of the 


‘activities of the branch is the work 


carried on against the Brown-tall 
Moth in Hastern Canada particularly, 
the importation and establishment of 
the parasites of this insecr and the 
Gypsy Moth. A map is_given show 
ing the places in Canada where the 
Moths \have been distributed by the 
department. 

Other branches of work covered by 
the report are investigations on ~in- 
sects affecting cereals and other field 
crops, including an account of the 
notorious .army-worm outbreak in 
1913; insects affecting fruit crops, 
as, the result of which investigation 
work .of great . practical value has 
ensued; insects affecting forest and 
shade trees in which an account of 
the investigationg. of Stanley Park, 
Vancouver, which has been se seri- 
ously affected by frost insects is 
given; insects affecting domestie anl- 
mals and man and insects affecting 
garden and greenhouse. The report 
ig a recofd 6. marked progress ina 
branch of the work of the depart- 
ment of agriculture which not only 
affects agriculture, but. also forestry 
and public health.

The British Navy 


More Than Million Men in the Differ- 
ent Branches of Naval Work 


The magnitude of the work going on 
in the navy is shown in a letter from 
the admiralty to Sir Gilbert Parker, 
answering his enquiry in the house of 
commons oh the number of people en- 
gaged in all branches of the navy and 
of naval ‘work. 

The letter state. that the navy 
proper had 146,000 officers and men 
when the war broke out, which num- 
ber has now increased to 320,000 with 
the authority granted for a further 
increase to 350,000 officers and men, 
besides“67,000 naval reserves. There 
are also 85,000 mem engaged in work 
at royal dockyards and other naval 
establishments, and several times that 
number on admiralty work under con- 
tract and sub-contract. 

Besides these, the letter specifies 
men engaged in getting coal for the 
fleet, dockside workers and civilian 
crews of coalers, oilers, mine sweep- 
ers, supply ships, etc., and in addition 
men and women engaged in making 


clothing and preparing food for the 
fleet. 
Thomas J. McNamara, financial 


Secretary of the admiralty, adds: 

“If asked to putt thé matter in a4 
sentence, I would say that for every 
man in the navy, of which there are 
c£o0mething like 800,000, there are cer- 
tainly two. persons and possibly even 
three at work on ship construction, 
repairing aad contributing to the gen- 
eral efficiency and fighting ability of 
the fleet.” 

An aggregate of more than one 
million persons engaged’ in various 
branches of naval work is thus shown.

“The adance of prices in Canada,”, 
the report continués, “has peén stimn- 
lated greatly by the enormous expend- 
iture: of railways and public works, 
and: by large investments incidental 
to the development of a young country 
such as Canada.

Potato Seed is Rare 


Is Now Sald to be so ta uaaces That it Is 
Worth Its Weight in Gold 


Luther Burbank stated some time 
ago~that potatoes have been grown 
Bo long from cuttings that people, 
are getting ouf of the habit of pro- | 
) ducing seed for breeding hake 
‘Seed for breeding purposes is in 
great demand -and 
a thimblefull, according to some 
authorities. A thimblefull of potato 
seed is a difficult matter to find. 

Hdward Bigelow, ah authority on 
such matters, writes in ‘The Guide 


to Nature” for January, giving an 
Interesting account of the great 
difficulty experienced in securing 
sced for potatoes. Much of the art- 


icle is reprinted in the current issue 
of the Literary Digest. 

Mr. Bigelow recalled that 13 years 
ago he attended a lecture in an agri- 
cultural college when the professor 
lecturing stated that potato seed was 
very scarce. Mr. Bigleow refused to 
believe it and tried to find the seed- 
‘ball to prove the professor wrong. 

He and his’ friends could find no 
seed jn Connecticut, and since then 
{t has been found that potato seed 
{s very searce and little can be had 


anywhere. 

William Stuart, horticulturist, of 
the United States, bureau of plant 
industry, writes that the reason that 


more seed balls are not developed 
is that most potato plants do not 
produce pollen capable of germina- 
tion. Such pollen develops best in 
northern clinrates and consequently 
the seed ball of potatoes are found 
most frequently in Maine, Northern 
Michigan and Wisconsin.

The great conference at Paris 
could have been nothing legs than 
a council, of war providing for 
such a movement. The casual 
statements made to newspaper 
correspondents by officers just 
returned from thé front, the vcil- 
ed hints contained in” private let- 
ters, the call for more mounted 
men, the restoration of their 
horses to the dismounted cavulry 
all point to ome thing—the great 
spring offensive that did not ma- 
terialize last year because of in- 
adequate supply of artillery and 
munitions. 

Since thé termination of the 
Austro-German drive against the 
Russians, a new and greater 
army than ever before fought for 
Russia has been created. A sture 
of artillery, ,with practically in- 
exhaustible supplies of ammuni- 
tion, has been poured-into Rus- 
sia by , ever available port 
throughout winter. Millions 
of new rifles halve been supplied 
to the Russians from the-fac- 
tories of their Allies and of reu- 
tral nations. Besides' this, Rus- 
sian industry has itself been put 
on an,entirely new footing, and 
Russian factories have developed 
a capacity for arms and muni- 
tions soe a that makes Russia, 
unassisted, almost the equal of 
the greatest of her adversaries. 

A week or more before the 
German attack on the fortress of 
Verdun was launched it was pré- 
dicted that the Germans, fully 
realizing what the French aud 
British might_be expected to do 
this spring, would launch an ‘at- 
tack for the purpose of keeping 


_ their enemies in a state of anx- 


, and e , 80 that they 
would. not. able .to prepare 
their own stroke..at.the time ar- 
ranged... This. attack was .made 
«t verdun. Had it been success- 
ful, as the Germans evittently ex- 
pected it would be, the-plans of 
the Allies would have -been seri- 
ously disturbed. Had Verdun 
been taken, the French and Brit- 
ish lines of defence would prob- 
ably have to be remade. This 
realignment could be carried out 
only by putting forth the great- 
est efforts—and those efforts 
would be made under almost con- 
stant attack here and-there by 
the enemy. This undoubtedly 
was the German expectation of 
what would happen—and had it 
happened; there could be no suc- 
cessful allied drive carried out on 
the Western. front next summer. 
The failure of the attack on Ver- 
dun, therefore, merely means 
that the British and French are 
today in a position where at the 
pre-arranged moment, and under 
pre-arranged conditions’ they will 
start their first serious offensive, 
designed to clear Belgium of the 
enemy and hurl the Teutonic 
troops across , the Rhine before} 
the coming of next winter scri- 
ously interferes with military 
operations. 

In Greece, at Salonika, the Bul- 
garians, Turks, and Germans, 
evidently realize that they have 
been successfully blocked. In- 
deed, persistent reports from usu- 
ally well-informed Italian quart- 
ers indicate that the Bulgarians 
would now consider themselves 
mighty lucky to get out of the 
war with a whole skin. Latest 
dispatches suggest that the 
French and the British on this 
front are. launching the prelimi- 
naries for a grand attack. The 
Serbians, in Albania, during 
past few months have had ample 
Opportunity to be re-armed by 
the Brisish, French and Italians. 
They still possess an army suf- 
ficiently formidable not to be 
ignored. At the right moment 
this army will co-operate with 
the armies of France and Britain 
at Salonika,in an offensive that 
will never end until Serbia has 
been restored and Bulgaria pun- 
ished for her treachery. 

In Armenia and Persia tbe 
Russian armies under the Grand 
Duke are still sweepine forward 
unchecked. Even now they are a

revented the enemy from‘ caus- 
ing the French and British high- 
er commands ‘to change _ their 
plans for the spring offensive.

provided in abundarice. The at- 
tack when it is made will be ir- 
resistible.

Every village will be canvassed by 
woman's committees, and all who vo!- 
unteer will be registered and given 
an armlet and uniform, which consists 
of a coat, stout poots, skirt, and gait- 
ers. 

Already 250,000 men have been 
withdrawn from the field of agricul- 
ture, and it is anticipated that a fur- 
ther 100,000 will be lost to’this occu- 
pation. Practically - only the sheep 
herders, ploughmen and others-who 
are indispensable wil) remain. 

It is essential that an army of ‘at 
least 400,000 women bé mobilized.
